Beans—Dwarf or Bush. 


Plant as early in the spring as the season will admit on account of frost. 
“Beans are very tender and are killed by frost. Plant in drills about two 
inches deep, and from eighteen inches to two feet apart. If the soil is not 
rich, use good fine manure in the drills, with a liberal quantity of superpos- 
phate. If you want them at all seasons make a succession of sowing from 
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May to July. 
One quart beans for one hundred feet of drill.

The soil for beets should be very rich, a 
light sandy loam made rich is the best. 
Sow as early in the spring as the ground is 
fit to work, frost does not hurt beets. For 
late sowing soak the seed in warm water 
twenty-four hours, sow in drills fourteen 
inches apart; the first weeding thin out to 
four or five inches apart. Pull in the fall 
before they get a hard frost on them. 
Store for winter use in barrels with five or 
six inches of sand on top in a cool cellar 
just above the freezing point,

Keep the earth about the plants loose and clean, 
removing the surplus vines from time to time, allowing not more than three 
or four to a hill.
